Graeber stated that the lack of 
enforcement must not be attribut- 
ed completely to the enforcement 
officers. 

“Enforcement - impartial en- 
farcement - is present whenever 


and wherever public opinion is 


in favor of enforcement,” he said. 

“This public opinion must en- 
dorse the efforts of the enforce- 
ment officer and it must stand 
behind the decisions of its traffic 
courts.” 

Graeber said the traffic laws 
were developed and enacted for 
the protection of all people and 
they must be applied to ALL peo- 
ple fairly and impartially. 

“Whenever a superior officer 
tears up a traffic ticket, or a 
court frees or fails to convict an 
obviously guilty violater, this acts 
as a slap in the face to the traffic 
enforcement officer and under 
such circumstances it is no won- 
der he becomes lax in his efforts 
to enforce the very laws he is 
sworn to uphold,” he said. 

Graeber said most of the police 
officers - including the Highway 
Patrolmen - were men of the high- 
est caliber. 

“They want to do a good job,” 
he said, “and the people of Miss- 
issippi must assist them by de- 
manding impartial enforcement of 
our traffic laws.” 

Graebér said many changes must 
be made in the existing traffic 
code, but the changes would re- 
quire legislative action. 

“In the meantime,” he said, 
“we must use every lawful re- 
source available to reduce the 
highway traffic deaths, and it can 
‘be done by laws and impartial en- 
forcement of our traffic laws”
